Edmonton, March 24— Flanked by; penditure and found everything in or- 


rather startling legislation such as 
the securities tax, a tax on farm pro- 
duction, a revamped social credit bill. 
and an act to prevent foreclosures on 
homes, the 1938 budget debate made 
a tinal spurt down the home stretch 
before the legislature rose for the 
week last Friday and the decks were 
clared for committee work on the 
$22,000,000 worth of estimates. 

With the measure proposing a gov: 
ernment tax on farm production, to 
eventually replace the land tax before 
the house, the fact that the budget de- 
bate had run a tepid course of three 
weeks and then unexpectedly was cut 
short ,scarcely created a murmur, 
This new production levy on all agri- 
cultural production was proposed by 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister of 
municipal affairs. who predicted that 
it would mean dropping the social ser- 
vice tax and other land taxes, = al- 
though it would not be done this year. 

The tax will apply on all kinds of 
grain, hay, alfalfa, horses, cattle, 
sheep, swine, poultry, beef and dairy 
products, Mr Maynard informed J. J. 
Bowlen, Calgary. The production tax 
would be collected the time products 
were sold, consequently there would 
never be any arrears of taxes. the 
minister said, insisting also that it 
would result in a reduction of farm 
taxes. When production was down or 
crop losses were sustained taxation 
would not have to be paid. W. WN. 
Chant protested that the measure put 
@ penalty on good tarmers. Mr May- 
nard said it was an experiment and if 
successful on farm production would 
be extended asa taxation principle on 
all production in the province. 

First section of the securities taxa- 
ation bill to levy two percent on land 
mortgages was presentted Friday. 
Other proposals to tax more securities 
were to come down in at least one 
more bill, football tactics being adopt- 
ed by government apparently on the 
strategy that if several measures are 
thrown by the courts or by disallow- 
ance, one statute may get through 
with the ball. 

When rules were waived to permit 
being presented the bill to prohibit 
forecloges on Mortgages on homes, 
with $2,000 exemption, Liberal Gerald 
O'Connor scathingly remarked that 
this was merely another phase of the 
“Social Credit sham battle.” Mort- 
gages on homes couldn't be foreclosed 
anyway and the only homes being lost 
for debt in the province were those 
sold for taxes. Mr Maynard protested 
that home owners were not being dis- 
possessed for taxes, and maintained 
this was the first step in the govern- 
ment's program to provide food, cloth- 
ing and shelter, for everyone, 

Taking it by and large it was quite 
a political week in the legislature, Un- 
doubtedly the splurge of legislation 
and the close of the budget debate by 
Hon. Solon Low Friday afternoon was 
not designed to injure the cause of the 
social credit candidate in the East 
Edmonton federal bye-election held 
Monday. 

Nor was the spectacle of Hon. Wil- 
liam Fallow slapping a liberal coat of 
whitewash on the Lunney report op 
1936 highway construction and polic- 
ies, with the generous assistance of 
the government majority, harmful to 
the byelection prospects from the 
party viewpoint, J. J. Bowlen, Liberal, 
who was instrumental last session in 
initiating the highway probe, urged 
by resolution that the contract sys- 
tem by public tender be again adopt- 
ed for public construction but his mo- 
tion was voted down 36 to 11 and Mr 
Fallow’s ameniment placing all blame 
for “inefficiency and waste” in the 
1936 program on subordinate officials 
in his department was carried, though 
Judge Lunney, as was pointed out 
sharply by E. L. Gray, Liberal leader, 
had fastened this blame directly upon 
the minister and his policies. 

Mr Fallow was scathing in his con- 
demnation of the contract and “polit- 
ical patronage” systems of both Lib- 
eral and U. F. A. governments in the 
past, of officials of his department 
later dismissed, of witnesses at the 
road investigation, of the prosecuting 
counsel, indirectly on Mr Justice Lun- 
ney himself, and finally even of the 
atmosphere and sanitary facilities of 
the Edmonton courthouse where the 
investigation was heard. 

Mr Fallow in fect was in a decidedly 
vitrolie mood and charged that he 
could build the new administration 
block in Edmonton, which cost the 
U. F. A. govertiinent one million dol- 
lars, for exactly half that amount. J. 


|der and he maintained that it would 
cost more than a million today. Mr 
Fallow was equally emphatic that he 


could build a better block for 
$500,000. 
Mr Gray threw considerable cold 


water on the steaming minister when 
he remarked that at least under for- 
mer governments when a minister 
was found inefficient he was dismis- 
sed from office. 

The Liberal leader merely read pas- 
sage after passage from the judge’s 
finding wherein blame was definitely 
placed in Mr Fallow for waste of pub- 
lic money and inefficient policies, 
However government forces adopted 
the amendment upholding the day !a- 
bor system of highway building and 
condemning “political patronage” of 
the past. 

“If there was political patronage 
under the contract system the report 
shows conclusively that there certain- 
ly was political patronage under the 
minister’s system,” declared A. E. 
MacLellan, Innisfail social credit 
member. Mr Bowlen said if the pre- 
sent Alberta highway sytem had cost 
$76,000,000, as claimed by Mr Fallow, 
the cost would have been more than 
$150,000,000 if done by the present 
government's methods. 

Liberal Leader E. L. Gray withdrew 
his long-standing resolution urging 
feed relief measures in the drouth 
area, after it was announced that an 
agreement for $200,000 for feed and 
other agricultural relief had been ad- 
vanced by the federal government, in 
addition to the $1,900,000 to be guar- 
anteed by the Dominion for seed grain 
and other edvanecs.,
